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U.S. Navy Now Depends on Foreign Made Charts

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The President submitted recently to the 
Senate a supplemental estimate of $100,- 
000 for. the Hydrographic Office of the 
Navy Department, with a view to eliminat- 
ing the present dependence of the Ameri- 
can Navy and Merchant Marine upon for- 
eign sources for navigational charts. 

Practically all of this appropriation will 
be saved to the country because of the abil- 
ity of the Hydrographic Office to produce 
charts for about one-half the cost of buy- 
ing them abroad. But the question is much 
broader thaneone of mere economy; it in- 
volves national war preparedness. Both 
the Navy and the Merchant Marine should 
be independent of foreign sources for such 
supplies as are indispensable to their op- 
erations. 

At present about 75 per cent. of the 
charts necessary to enable vessels to navi- 
gate all waters of the world are produced 
in this country. Of the remaining 25 per 
cent., produced only abroad, the greater 
part apply to the commercially very im- 
portant waters of Europe. In order to 
place the United States on a self-sustain- 
ing basis in regard to navigational charts 
the Hydrographic Office needs $100,000 
for about five years, after which $50,000 
annually will suffice. But from _ these 
amounts there is an indicated saving of 
$20.000 for the Navy alone. 

The saving to the American Merchant 
Marine cannot be estimated accurately. If 
the Hydrographic Office should charge the 
same price demanded abroad. which has 
recently been raised materially, it could 
very easily turn money into the Treasury 
each year, considerably greater in amount 
than the sums appropriated. But Ameri- 
ean charts are sold to American ships at 
cost. 

On this basis the Hydrographic Office 
paid back into the Treasury $61,000 last

year and $108,000 the year before from 
sales to non-naval ships. If it supplied al! 
charts to our merchant ships, instead of 
only 75 per cent., these money returns to 
the Treasury would be increased corre- 
spondingly. They would probably be aug- 
mented by $25,000 annually. Hence the 
total saving to the Government, including 
both the Navy and the Merchant Marine, 
would about equal the increased appropria- 
tion required after a permanent basis of 
produetion had been reached. 

The present situation amounts to our 
paying a subsidy to Great Britain, where 
most of the charts in question are pub- 
lished, for both our Navy and commercial 
naval service. In addition, we are sub- 
jected to the menace of being unable to 
obtain charts essential to the navigation 
of our ships in possible emergencies unless 
allied to Great Britain. The normal mili- 
tary-naval aspects of the question, com- 
bined with recently adopted policy of vig- 
orous promotion of the Merchant Marine, 
manifestly require us to become self-sus- 
taining in the production of charts.

British Charts Supreme. 
(From British Naval and Military Record.) 


Admiral Chandler, U.S.N., has paid a 
high tribute to the hydrographical work 
of the British navy. This officer, who is 
the head of the Hydrographic Office of the 
American Navy, is quoted by Lloyd’s List 
as stating that, according to the records 
of his department, there are 1,200 points 
on the globe to which ships of the U.S. 
Navy, as well as the Merchant Marine, 
necessarily navigate on British Admiralty 
oar if navigation is to be accomplished 
at all. 

“This means,” says the New York Com- 
mercial, “that the United States, though 
aspiring to a navy equal to any, and a 
merchant marine surpassing all, has failed 
to chart the seas on its own behalf in about 
one-third of the navigable globe. The 
omission of Congress to vote adequate ap- 
propriations is held responsible for this 
state of affairs. 

“American battleships and wmerchant- 
men sailing in eastern Atlantic waters and

along the west coast of Europe have to 
employ 712 different charts, of which num- 
ber 539, or 75 per cent. of the whole, are 
British Admiralty charts, made available 
during the recent war, in which the United 
States was associated with this country. 

“In his last appearance before Congress, 
Admiral Chandler told members of the 
Appropriations Committee that, granted 
sufficient funds, the United States might 
become independent of British charts with 
in five years; but at the present rate, he 
added, such independence would never be 
reached. 

“Of the 310 charts necessary for navi- 
gation round Australia and the East In- 
dian Islands, 237, or 46 per cent., were 
available to American ships only through 
the courtesy of the British Admiralty. 
With the United States involved in a war 
which precluded the British Empire from 
lending such aid, an American battleship 
would have to await the completion of 4 
chart if its duties called it to one of the 
many areas not yet charted by the US. 
Navy. 

“Quite apart from the naval aspect of 
the hydrographical situation, continues 
the New York paper, which has its pic 
ture of American warship, compelled for 
lack of navigation charts, to await a month 
or two before giving battle, the develop 
ment of the American Merchant Marine 
has resulted in most profitable activities 
for the British Admiralty chart agents i0 
America. In addition to the large sums 
of money which the U.S. Navy has t 
spend each year in these charts, profits 
are pouring into the British Admiralty 
from the sale. of similar charts to Amer 
can shipping, 37 per cent. of which goes 
regularly into European waters where 
miralty charts are the only ones to be de 
pended on.”

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House Passes Service Pay Bill with 
a Few Amendments 


The Service Pay bill was passed by the 
House on Friday, May 12, without a dis- 
senting vote immediately after completion 
of the measure in Committee of the Whole 
House. All committee amendments were 
aacpted. 

Herewith appears the complete text 
of the Service Pay bill (H.R. 10972), 
which after three days’ debate was taken 
up for amendment by the Committee of 
the Whole House on May 11. 

It was the expressed desire and inten- 
tion to complete the bill at that session, 
but with only one ‘section considered on 
that day, the measure went over until 
May 12. Amendments made in the bill 
and adopted are shown [in brackets] in 
their proper places in the bill as printed. 

The action on matters proposed in Com- 
mittee of the Whole is given in the follow- 
ing account: 

Mr. «Oliver, who argued that the re- 
moval of the limit of $1,000 on longevity 
pay made too large an increase of retired 
pay in the grades of major to colonel, ob- 
tained approval of an amendment limiting 
retired pay of colonels to $3,750, lieuten- 
ant colonels $3,375 and majors $3,000. 
This was the only amendment agreed to 
on May 11 (vote 44 to 31) though the 
Committee of the Whole had the bill be- 
fore it all afternoon. 

Mr. McKenzie’s plea that the retired 

list should share proportionately in the 
new pay rates was unavailing. Mr. 
Byrnes of South Corolina, who also op- 
posed the Oliver amendment, declared 
absurd the statement that officers at age 
forty-five would be retired in grade of 
evlonel. 
_ Mr. Oliver was unsuccessful (74 to 18) 
in an effort to secure an amendment that 
would take from officers now in the Ser- 
vice the longevity credits which they re- 
ceived under previous laws for other than 
commissioned service. Mr. Padgett de- 
clared that such an amendment would 
have a demoralizing effect on the Navy. 

Mr. Newton of Minnesota sought to 
provide that an officer appointed above 
rank of second lieutenant should have the 
same pay as the junior officers in the 
same grade. After Mr. Byrnes pointed 
out that this would give officers in the 
J.A.G. Department twenty-six years’ con- 
structive service, and that in rare in- 
stances were Regular officers discriminated 
against by being placed in lower grades, 
the amendment was defeated 18 to 71. 

An amendment by Mr. Strong of Kan- 
sas, which appears to have been aimed at 
thy Coast Guard, proposed that no offi- 
cer’s or enlisted man’s pay shall exceed 
often of 1920. This was defeated 21 
to 64. 

Mr. Jeffers of Alabame was unsuccess- 
ful (29 to 45) in securing adoption of an 
amendment that would give officers now in 
the Regular Army longevity credit for Na- 
tienal Guard and Organized Militia com- 
missioned service. He said they “had 
kept the National Guard alive and should 
receive recognition.” A subsequent modi- 
fication of the defeated amendment pro- 
pesed to credit seventy-five per cent. of 
rot over fifteen years’ National Guard 
service for longevity. Mr. Greene of Ver- 
mont, opposing, said never before in his- 
tcry had emergency officers received so 
much recognition. Formerly no one was 
commissioned in the Regular Army in rank 
higher than second lieutenant. Under the 
act of June 4, 1920, civilians have come 
i in grade of colonel. The second Jeffers 
amendment was defeated 21 to 49. 

The first. action in Committee of the 
Whole on May 12 was to strike out Sec- 
tion 2 which provided for a five per cent. 
increase of base pay while on field or sea 
duty, and te adopt by a vote of 73 to 
an amendment of Mr. Stafford forbidding 
field or sea duty increase. 

An amendment by Mr. Bland, adopted 

% Friday (40 to 30), will count fifty per 
cent. of National Guard or Organized 
Militia service for longevity. 
, Amendments by Mr. Johnson of Wash- 
ington to reduce the value of subsistence 
allowance (Section 5) from 60 to 41 cents, 
and that of Mr. Madden to strike out the 
fst sentence and proviso of the same sec- 
tion, fixing the number of rations to offi- 
cers, were defeated. 

The allowances for nurses (Sec. 13) 
Were changed to equal those of officers of 
Second period instead of first. 


THE PAY BILL. 


. H.R, 10972, Mr. MeKenzie—To readjust the 
call and allowances of the commissioned and 
miisted personnel of the Army, Navy, Marine 


Corps, Coast Guard, Coast and Geodetic Survey, 
and Public Health Service. 

Ba it enacted, etc., That, beginning July 1, 
1922, for the purpose of computing the annual 
pay of the commissioned officers of the Regular 
Army and Marine Corps below the grade of 
brigadier general, of the Navy below the grade 
of rear admiral, of the Coast Guard, of the 
Coast and Geodetic Survey, and of the Public 
Health Service below the grade of surgeon gen- 
eral, pay periods are prescribed, and the base 
pay for each is fixed as follows: 


Pay Periods. 


The first period, $1,500; the second period, 
$2,000; the third period, $2,400; the fourth 
period, $3,000; the fifth period, $3,500; and the 
sixth period, $4,000, 

The pay of the sixth period shall be paid 
to colonels 6f the Army, captains of the Navy, 
and officers of corresponding grade who have 
completed 26 years’ service, or whose first ap- 
pointment in the permanent service was in a 
grade above that corresponding to captain in 
the Army, or who were appointed to the Regu- 
lar Army under the provisions of the first sen- 
tence of Sec. 24, act of June 3, 1916, as 
amended by the act of June 4, 1920; to officers 
of the Staff Corps of the Navy advanced by 
selection under existing laws to the rank or pay 
of captain; to lieutenant colonels of the Army, 
commanders of the Navy, and officers of cor- 
responding grade, and lieutenant commanders 
of the line and Engineer Corps of the Coast 
Guard who have comple 80 years’ service; 
and to the Chief of Chaplains of the -Army. 

The pay of the fifth period shall be paid to 
colonels of the Army, captains of the Navy, and 
officers of corresponding grade who are not en- 
titled to the pay of the sixth period; to lieuten- 
ant colonels of the Army, commanders of the 
Navy, and officers of corresponding grade who 
have completed 20 years’ service, or whose first 
appointment in the permanent service was in 
a@ grade above that corresponding to captain in 
the Army, or who were appointed to the Regu- 
lar Army under the provisions of the first sen- 
tence of said Sec. 24; to officers of the Staff 
Corps of the Navy advanced by selection under 
existing laws to the rank or pay of commander; 
and to majors of the Army, lieutenant com- 
manders of the Navy, and officers of correspond- 
ing grade who have completed 23 years’ ser- 
vice: Provided, That lieutenant commanders of 
the Staff Corps of the Navy who were appointed 
between the dates of March 4, 1918, and June 
7, 1916, in a grade above that of ensign, shall 
receive the pay of this pay period after complet- 
ing 20 years’ service. 

The pay of the fourth period shall be paid 
to lieutenant colonels of the y, commanders 
of the Navy, and officers of —a, grade 
who are not entitled to the pay of the fifth or 
sixth period; to majors of the Army, lieutenant 
commanders of the Navy, and officers of cor- 
responding grade who have completed 14 years’ 
service, or whose first appointment in the perma- 
nent service was in a grade above that cor- 
responding to second lieutenant in the Army, or 
who were appointed to the Regular Army under 
the provisions of the first sentence of said Sec. 
24; to captains of the Army, lieutenants of 
the Navy, and officers of corresponding grade 
who have completed 17 years’ service; and to 
lieutenants of the Staff Corps of the Navy, and 
lieutenants and lieutenants (j.g.) of the line 
and Engineer Corps of the- Coast Guard whose 
total commissioned service equals that of lieu- 
tenant commanders of the line of the Navy draw- 
ing the pay of this period. 

The pay of the third period shall be paid to 
majors of the Army, lieutenant commanders 
of the Navy, and officers of corresponding grade 
who ‘are not entitled to the pay of the fourth, 
fifth, or sixth period: to captains of the Army, 
lieutenants of the Navy, and officers of cor- 
responding grade who have completed seven 
years’ service, or whose first appointment in the 
permanent service was in a. grade above that 
corresponding to second lieutenant in the Army, 
or whose present rank dates from July 1, 1920, 
or earlier; to first lieutenants of the Army. 
lieutenants (j.g.) of the Navy, and officers of 
corresponding grade who have completed ten 
years’ service: and to lieutenants (j.g.) of the 
line and Engineer Corps of the Coast Guard 
whose total commissioned service equals that of 
lieutenants of the line of the Navy drawing the 
pav of this period. 

The pay of the second period shall be paid 
to captains of the Army, lieutenants of the 
Navy, and officers of corresponding grade who 
aru not entitled to the pay of the third or 
fourth period: to first lieutenants of the Army. 
lieutenants (j.g.) of the Navy, and officers of 
corresponding grade who have completed three 
years’ service, or whose first appointment in 
the permanent service was in a grade above 
that corresponding to second lieutenant in the 
Army; and to second lieutenants of the Army, 
ensigns of the Navy, and officers of correspond- 
ing grade who have completed five years’ ser- 
vice. . 

The pay of the first period shall be paid to 
all other officers whose pay is provided for 
in this section. 

During the existence of a state of war, for- 
mally recognized by Congress, officers of grades 
corresponding to those of colonel, lieutenant col- 
onel, major, captain and first lientenants of 
the Army, holding either permanent or tempo- 
rary commissions as such. shal! receive the pay 
of the sixth, fifth, fourth, third and second 
periods, respectively, unless entitled under the 
foregoing provisions of this section to the pay 
of a higher period. 

Every officer paid under the provisions of 
this section shall receive an increase of five per 
centum of the base pay of his period for each 
three years of service up to 80 years: Provided, 
That the base pay pins pay for length of ser- 
vice of no officer below the grade of colonel 
of the Army, captain of the Navy, or cor 
responding grade, shall exceed $5,750. 


Limiting Retired Pay. 


_ (Provided, That nothing in this section or 
in any other section of this bill shall author 
ize the retired pay for a colonel in the Army. 
captain in the Navy, or corresponding grades 
to exceed $3,750 per annum, of a lieutenant 
colonel in the Army, commander in the Navy 
or corresponding grades, to exceed $3,375 per 
annum, of a major in the Army, lieutenant 
commander in the Navy or corresponding 
grades or of any officer below the grade of 
major in the Army, or lieutenant commander 
in the Navy or corresponding grades, to ex- 
ceed $3,000 per annum.—Amendment agreed 
to in Committee of the Whole.] 

For officers hereafter appointed no service 
shall be counted for purposes of pay except 
active commissioned service under a Federal 
appointment and commissioned service in the 

ational Guard when called out by order of 
the President. For officers now in the Service 
all service which is now counted in computing 
longevity pay, and service as a contract surgeon 
serving full time, shall be included in the compa- 
tation, 

The provisions of this act shall apply equally 
to those persons serving, not as commissioned 
officers in the Army, or in the other services 
mentioned in the title of this act, but whose 
pay under existing law is an amount equivalent 
to that of a commissioned officer of one of the 
above grades, those receiving the pay of colone} 
lieutenant colonel, major, captain, first lieuten- 
ant and second lieutenant being classified as in 
the sixth, fifth, fourth. third, second and first 
periods, respectively. Pay clerks of the Marine 
Corps shall receive the pay of second lieutenants 
of the Army of the same length of service. Con 
tract surgeons serving full time shall have 
the pay and allowances for subsistence and 
rental authorized for officers serving in their 
second pay period. Commissioned warrant offi- 
cers on the active list with creditable records 
shall, after six years’ commissioned service, re- 
céive the pay of the second period, and after 
twelve years’ commissioned service, receive the 
pay of the third period: Provided, That a com- 
missioned warrant officer promoted from the 
grade of warrant officer shall suffer no re- 
duction of pay by reason of such promotion. 
Army field clerks and field clerks, Q.M. Corps, 
shall have the allowances for subsistence and 
rental authorized for officers receiving the pay 
of the first period. 


Field and Sea Service. 


Sec. 2. [That no commissioned officer while 
on field or sea duty shall receive any increase 
of his base pay or compensation by reason of 
such duty.—Amendment adopted in Committee 
of the Whole.] 


[New section. No—That all persons who 
have entered the Regular Army as commis- 
sioned officers shall be entitled to compute 
fifty ver cent. of their commissioned service 
in National Guard or Organized Militia 
whether in state or Federal service. or both, 
for longevity pay.—Amendment adopted by 
Committee of the Whole.] 


National Guard and Reserves. 


Sec. 3. That when officers of the National 
Guard or of the reserve forces of any of the 
services mentioned in the title of this act are 
authorized by law to receive Federal pay, those 
serving in grades corresponding to those of col- 


onel, lieutenant colonel, major, captain. first lieu- 


tenant and second lieutenant of the Army shall 
receive the pay of the sixth, fifth, fourth, third, 
second and first periods, respectively. In com- 
puting the increase of pav for each period of 
three years’ service, such officers shall be credited 
with full time for all periods during which 
they have held commissions as officers of any 
of the services mentioned in the title of this 
act, or in the National Guard, or in the Or- 
ganized Militia prior to July 1. 1916, or in 
the Naval Militia, or in the National Naval 
Volunteers, or in the Naval Reserve Force or 
Marine Corps Reserve Force, when confirmed in 
grade and qualified for all general service, with 
full time for all periods during which they have 
performed.-active duty under reserve commis- 
sions, and with one-half time for all other 
periods during which they have held reserve 
commissions. 


Dependents. 


Sec. 4. That the term “dependent” as used in 
the succeeding sections of this act shall in- 
clude at all times and in all places a lawful 
wife and unmarried children under twenty-one 
years of age. It shall also include the mother 
of the officer provided she is in fact dependent 
on him for her chief support. 


Subsistence. 


Sec. 5. That each commissioned officer on 
the active list, or on active duty below the 
grade of brigadier general or its equivalent, in 
any of the services mentioned in the title of 
this act, shall be entitled at all times, in ad- 
dition to his pay, to a money allowance for 
subsistence, the value of one allowance to be 
determined by the President for each fiscal year 
in accordance with a certificate furnished by the 
Secretary of Labor showing the comparative re- 
tail cost of food in the United States for the 
previous calendar year as compared with the 
calendar year 1922. The value of one allowance 
is hereby fixed at 60 cents per day for the fiscal 
year 1923, and this value shall be the maximum 
and shall be used by the President as ‘he 
standard in fixing the same or lower values 
for subsequent years.

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Objections to Army 
Appropriation Bill 


The Army Appropriation bill as passed 
by the House of Representatives fails to 
provide adequate defense or the means to 
fulfil the provisions of the National De- 
fense act of 1920, which gave the United 
States its first and only military policy. 
This bill reduces the officers and enlisted 
men of the Regular Army below the mini- 
mum required for its many missions; re- 
tards the healthy growth of the National 
Guard by not providing the necessary 
——. and attempting to break up Na- 
tional Guard divisions; provides no train- 
ing of the Organized Reserves, and seri- 
ously reduces the Bureau of the Budget 
allowances for the Citizens’ Military Train- 
ing Camps and Reserve Officers’ Training 
Corps. ‘If made a law it means a return 
to the stupid policy of unpreparedness 
which has entailed unnecessary sacrifices 
of lives and the wasting of billions of dol- 
lars in the past. 

The bill was written by a sub-committee 
of the Appropriations Committee of the 
House of Representatives and is opposed 
by the President, the Secretary of War, 
the Military Affairs Committee of the 
House of Representatives (the only au- 
thority in the House on military matters), 
General Pershing, Major General Harbord, 
the officers of the Reguar Army, the Na- 
tional Guard and Organized Reserves, the 
American Legion, Veterans of the For- 
ae Wars, the Military Order of the 
World War—in fact, by every organiza- 
tion of man qualified to give an opinion 
on the subject. 


Inadequacy of the Present Bill. 


In pointing out the dangers of the Army 
Appropriation bill in its present form, 
Secretary of War Weeks said: “I cannot 
think of greater folly than attempts to 
economize by unwise reductions of our 
forces below the minimum required for 
the development of the national defense 
system sanctioned by the National De- 
fense act. The entire structure rests upon 
the soundest economic foundation. The 
best talent we have in our country, trained 
in the Service before the war, with the 
added experience of service during the war, 
and with the fullest appreciation of our 
economic requirements, is unanimous in 
the belief that we should not reduce our 
Regular forces below 150,000 men.” 

General Pershing said: “A careful con- 
sideration of the work in hand, if the ini- 
tial well-laid scheme is not to be seriously 
curtailed and many essential activities 
abandoned, leads inevitably to the conclu- 
sion that any further reduction would be 
disastrous.” : 

Major General Harbord said: “I be- 
lieve the appropriation as passed by the 
House of Representatives is dangerously 
small and imperils the national defense, 
particularly striking at the National 
Guard, the Organized Reserves, the R.O. 
T.C. and the Civilian Military Training 
Camps, and so reduces the Regular estab- 
lishment that the purposes of the act of 
June 4, 1920, cannot be carried out.” 

Reduces Army Below Minimum Required. 

Speaking directly on these provisions 
of the Army Appropriation bill, which 
would reduce the Regular Army from 13,- 
000 officers and 150,000 enlisted men to 
11,000 officers and 115,000 enlisted men, 
General Harbord said: “The mission of 
= Regular Army has been unchanged 
rom June 4, 1920, but the force has dwin- 
died from 280,000 to 150,000 men. 
ply cannot do the work with less. 

“Something must give way, either the 
training of the citizen soldier, which we 
regard as our principal business, or the 
coast defenses and ordinary work of the 
Regular Army, its readiness for strikes 
and other emergencies, There is a mini- 
mum limit below which you cannot go with 
safety. The Air Service can hardly be 
efficient below 15,000 men; the Cavalry 
and Field Artillery cannot safely be di- 
minished. The comparison of our Army 
with the pre-war force authorized in 1916 
is sometimes made. We then had sixty- 
five regiments of Infantry. and now have 
thirty-eight; then twenty-five Cavalry reg- 
iments, and now fourteen; then twenty- 
one regiments of Field Artillery, and now 
eighteen; but of course we now have an 
Air Service, Chemical Warfare Service, 
tanks, motor transport, and many new. 
units which are necessary under our mis- 
sion, but reduce the strength of the fight- 
ing units of the line.” 

National Guard. 

Major Gen. George C. Rickards, Chief 
of Militia Bureau, said: “Under the House 
bill not only would we have to suspend our 
plans for Army and Corps units, but we 
would also have to withdraw recognition 
from units already organized for the sim- 
ple reason that we will have no money to 
maintain them. We shall have to, as mat- 
ters now stand, suspend the organization 
of Coast Artillery units, Cavalry com- 
mands, heavy or motorized artillery, most 
of the air force, large and important engi- 
neer units, as well as other units essen- 
tial to the proper organization of any 


arm or corps. 
“In a nutshell, this is the Guard situa- 
tion as it is at this moment. To-day we 
have the best National Guard, no matter 
from what point you view it, we have ever 
had in our history. But when I say this 


It sim- 
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I mean the Guard of this day. If radical 
reductions such as are now advocated b 
so many members of Congress prevail, i 
eannot say what kind of a Guard we will 
have in a few months or a year hence.” 


Organized Reserves. 

Major General Harbord said: “The 
War Department estimates for the next 
fiscal year for this purpose are about three 
and a half millions, which would train 
about 28,000 officers for fifteen days, and 
20,000 enlisted Reserves for the same 
period. The House bill carries a quarter 
of a million for Reserve officers and $100 
for enlisted Reserves. A reserve of a 
thousand officers and one enlisted man can 
be trained for the sum provided. At that 
rate the enlisted Reserve would never be 
trained and it would take over sixty years 
to give the 65,000 Reserve officers fifteen 
days’ training each.” 

Secretary of War Weeks said: “Both 
the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps and 
the Citizens’ Military Training Camps are 
popular institutions and there has been a 
widespread public demand for their rapid 
development. But in view of the financial 
situation and the necessity for economy, 
the War Department estimates for both 
have been based on the principle of mini- 
mum expenditure consistent with the mini- 
mum requirement of healthy growth. ‘The 
House appropriation bill has seriously re- 
duced the budget allowance for both of 
these important activities.” 

The only justification for the present 
Army Appropriation bill as passed by the 
House of Representatives which its advo- 
eates have advanced is that it is in the 
interest of economy. The entire cost of 
the present military establishment amounts 
to about $3 per capita, or the price of a 
theater ticket. Out of every dollar spent 
on taxes by the citizens of the United 
States only three cents on every dollar 
were used for military purposes last year. 
The rest of the dollar went for city, state 
and other federal purposes. If the mili- 
tary establishment were abolished there 
would be no appreciable reduction in tax- 
ation. 

The Bureau of the Budget figures call 
for $358,349,117.47 for the entire War De- 
partment for the next fiscal year. ‘The 
House bill provides $287,897.731.67. The 
amount in controversy, therefore, amounts 
to the sum of 66 cents per capita. 


False Economy. 


The Secretary of War said: “If an 
economist should analyze the operations 
of the American Government since its 
foundation he would find. that most of its 
wasteful expenditure and most of its bur- 
den of debt have been due to unbusiness- 
like methods in the conduct of its military 
establishment. We have entered each war 
with our national defense system unorgan- 
ized. This has required an extemporized 
organization thrown together in great 
haste, resulting always in excessive expen- 
diture and excessive economic disturb- 
ance.” 

General Pershing said: “There is no 
doubt that the Civil War might have been 
prevented had the country been equipped 
with an army of reasonable size, ready 
for immediate use. A measure of prepar- 
edness, such as that contemplated under 
the law of 1920, with a substantial Mer- 
chant Marine, would probably have kept 
us out of the World War. At least, it 
would have saved us the humiliation of 
depending upon the Allies to hold back 
the enemy for more than a year before we 
were even pertioly, peovene 

Major General Harbord said: “In the 


‘matter of national defense and prepared- 


ness for emergency our country has al- 
ways traveled in a vicious circle. Our un- 
preparedness at the outbreak of a war en- 
tails tremendous expense, amounting in 
the World War. for example, to approxi- 
mately $24,000,000,000. After a war the 
size of our debt incurred through our un- 
preparedness brings a demand for economy 
and we continue unprepared. Thus un- 
preparedness brings the debt and the debt 
continues unpréparedness.” 


CORRESPONDENCE COURSE AT 
NAVAL WAR COLLEGE REVISED. 


The following letter has been sent to all 
ships and stations of the Navy by Rear 
Admiral W. 8S. Sims, president of the 
Naval War College: 

“It will doubtless be of interest to the 
officers of the Naval Service to learn that 
a revision of the correspondence course at 
the Naval War College has just been com- 
pleted after several. months’ work: that 
the problems have been brought up to date 
and simplified somewhat, and that the 
reading course has been overhauled and 
includes late essays on subjects of interest. 

“There are at present about 300 active 
members of the corresponding course. As 
the college can handle many more, it is 
desired to increase this number, particu- 
larly among those officers in the grades of 
commander, lieutenant commander and 
lieutenant who cannot at present take the 
regular course at Newport. 

“The correspondence course is an excel- 
lent preparation for the regular one and 
for promotion examinations, and is an eye- 
opener for those who are not familiar with 
War College teachings, in that it shows 
the necessity of clear thinking and the 
vital importance of studying the art of 
warfare as a preparation of our Navy for 
its duties in war.”

Future Stations of 
the Regular Army 


After an extended study by the General 
Staff in which the Chiefs of Branches, the 
Staff Departments and the Corps Area“ 
commanders were consulted, the Secretary 
of War on May i1 announced the plans 
tor the distribution of the Regular Army. 

As is set forth in the attached memo- 
randum from the department, the authori- 
ties were compelled to yield to the de- 
mand for the strictest economy, but at the 
same time it is believed that the Regular 
force will be distributed in such a man- 
ner as to make it available for training 
purposes. It is proposed to do this with- 
out breaking the tactical organization of 
the 1st, 2d and 3d Divisions. 

It will be noted that the Corps Area 
headquarters, where possible, are to be 
moved from posts to the cities. Every 
permanent post is to be utilized, although 
Infantry will, in a great many cases, oc- 
cupy Coast Artillery posts. 

In announcing the plan, the Secretary 
of War authorizes the following state- 
ment: 

Plan for Distribution of the Regular Army. 

The War Department has made a study 
with a view to such distribution of the 
Regular Army as would permit carrying 
out the several missions in the most eco- 
nemical and practicable manner. The re- 
duction from 280,000 took place last year 
during the summer training period. It 
was impracticable at that time to make 
such a distribution of the reduced force 
as would best suit all requirements. Or- 
ganizations had to be consolidated and 
stations abandoned coincident with sum- 
mer training. As transportation funds 
were limited only such changes were com- 
pleted as could be accomplished either by 
marching or at a small cost. 

The following considerations have en- 
tered into the study: 

1. Although the Regular Army had suf- 
fered a severe reduction from the strength 
prescribed by the National Defense act, its 
missions as laid down by that act re- 
mained unchanged. Plans for both organ- 
ization and distribution prepared for an 
army of 280,000 had to be materially 
changed if the missions were to be per- 
furmed by an army of 150,000. In the 
interest of economy, morale and efficiency, 
whatever plans were adopted should, if 
pessible, be permanent in character. 

2. Many of the temporary cantonments 
have deteriorated to such an extent that 
the cost of upkeep will be prohibitive in 
the near future. Furthermore living con- 
ditions in many are so prejudicial to 
morale that satisfactory results are not 
obtained in local recruiting. 

3. Practically the entire strength of the 
present Regular Army in the United 
States is needed for the work preparatory 
te and during the summer training camps. 
These requirements necessitate units of 
all branches in each corps area. 

4. Although the preparation for the 
training of the citizen components of the 
Army of the United States is considered 
the primary mission of the Regular Army 
the troops must be so distributed that por- 
ticns are immediately available in case of 
emergency or disaster, either within or 
without the United States. 

5. As far as practicable training camps 
must be localized in order to save time 
and cost of transportation for attendants. 


Will Occupy Permanent Posts, 


The decision hos been reached to re- 
move as far as practicable from unsatis- 
factory temporary cantonments to perma- 
nent posts. The headquarters of the Ist 
and 3d Divisions will remain active, so 
these divisions may be assembled on short 
notice. The 2d Division at Camp Travis, 
Texas, will remain assembled as at pres- 
ent. Provided there is no further ma- 
terial reduction in the Army, there will be 
assigned to each corps area a reinforced 
brigade with all arms represented, which 
will be available for assisting in the train- 
ing of the citizen army, and such other 
duties as might arise. 

In order to make such a wide distribu- 
tion of the numbers available, it may be 
necessary to further reduce enlisted peace- 
strength of Infantry regiments below the 
1,312 men now authorized. Training cen- 
ter units, as now constituted, will be con- 
verted into combat units of the several 
arms. : 

As far as practicable the movements will 
be effected by sending only the records 
and a limited personnel to the new station. 
Property and other personnel will . be 
transferred to units in the locality of the 
olé station and the organization filled by 
similar transfers to it at the new station. 
Orders will be issued in the near future 
for some of the changes under this plan, 
tut no changes will be made which might 
interfere with plans for summer camps, or 
be undesirable in event of further reduc- 
tion of the Army. 

Definite decision has not been reached 
as to all assignments to stations, so the 
following list of changes, wherein units 
are shown under the Corps Area of final 
destination, is tentative:

Review of Chinese 
Military Operations 


In the description of military operations 
in China published in last week’s issue of 
the ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL an analysis 
was made forecasting the probable devel- 
opment of Wu Pei Fu’s strategy in his at- 
tack on Chang-Tso-Lin’s front extending 
from Changsintien to Machang. Subse- 
quent operations have developed in yery 
close correspondence with the outlines of 
the analysis. Attacking northward from 
Machang, Wu Pei Fu threatened Chang’s 
communication; at the same time by his 
attack at Fengtai (between Changsintein 
and Peking) he succeeded in enveloping 
Chang’s right flank,. forcing the Manchu- 
rian troops back on Tientsin, thus com- 
pleting the maneuver indicated in last 
week’s description of the operations. 

When Tsao Kun, Tuchun of Chihli 
province and nominal chief of Wu Pei Fu, 
decided to join forces with Wu rather than 
with Chang-Tso-Lin, his troops became 
available for use by General Wu. Gen- 
eral Wu used these poorly trained and un- 
disciplined soldiers of Tsao Kun in making 
a frontal attack against Chang-T'so-Lin’s 
lines. With 5,000 of his best troops, 
which had been carefully trained by the 
Christian general, Feng Yu Hsiang, Gen- 
eral Wu then carried out an encircling 
movement at Changsintien which resulted 
in the defeat of Chang-Tso-Lin’s right 
wing. 


Chang’s Army Demoralized. 


This defeat led successively to panic, de- 
moralization and finally to the complete 
collapse of Chang’s entire army, which 
fled in-all directions, in some places in or- 
derly retreat and in others in precipitate 


confusion. Large quantities of much 
needed artillery and war material were 
captured. 


In the outskirts of Peking great num- 
bers of the defeated Manchurian troops 
were disarmed by General Wu’s forces, as- 
sisted by the Peking gendarmerie. One 
large Manchurian column, numbering ap- 
proximately 10,000 men, starting from a 
point between Peking and Tientsin, is 
marching on foot across country towards 
Manchuria. Some of Chang’s troops en- 
deavored to escape by the Peking Sui 
Yuan railway in the direction of Kalgan, 
and a great number were trapped along 
the Tientsin-Machang railway, south of 
Tientsin, where they were forced either to 
surrender or to scatter in small groups 
into the open country. 

Up to noon of May 6 over 20,000 Man- 
churian troops had passed through Tang- 
shan, eighty miles from Tientsin, in the 
direction of Mukden. Many other Man- 
churian troop trains were held up before 
arrival at Tangshan because of railway 
congestion between Tangshan and Ching- 
wangtao. A great part of Chang-T'so- 
Lin’s troops seem to be half-starved and 
out of control. 

The governmental authorities in Peking 
have applied to the diplomatic body for 
the release of $300,000 from the customs 
revenue for the purpose of feeding and 
sending home the defeated Manchurian 
army. This action was doubtless taken 
at the suggestion of General Wu Pei Fu. 


Foreigners Were Safe. 


The foreign residents of Tientsin and 
Peking were at no time in any danger 
from the defeated soldiers of Chang-Tso- 
Lin. The Chinese police and foreign mili- 
tary forces were well able to handle the 
situation. 

The bridges between Tientsin and Taku 
on the south side of the Hun river are re- 
ported to have been burned by the with- 
drawing forces of Chang-T’so-Lin. While 
this may operate to retard the pursuit of 
Chang’s command, it will also serve to 
cut off the retreat of any Manchurian 
pees remaining on the Tientsin-Machang 
ront. « 

Upon Wu Pei Fu’s arrival at Tientsin 
the Allied military commanders made a 
demand upon him to leave the city, as his 
presence was held: to be in violation of 
the 1901 protocol. He refused to leave 
on the ground that he was acting governor 
of Chihli province and would remain as 
long as necessary for his purpose. It is 
evident that if heshad acceded to the Allied 
demands he would have had to move back 
toward Peking and give up his pursuit of 
Chang-Tso-I.in’s force. Inasmuch as 
Chang-Tso-Lin was permitted to make full 
use o fthe railroad and the city of Tien- 
tsin for the purpose of invading Chihli 
Province, it hardly seems reasonable to 
apect that Wu Pei Fu should be de- 
Prived of equal rights to the use of the 
toad to pursue his defeated enemies. 


Japan Sends Destroyer. 


It is significant to note that a Japanese 
destroyer is reported to be patrolling the 
Hun river for the purpose of preventing 
Wu Pei Fu from dispatching his forces in 
pursuit by barges on the river. It should 
be remembered that the immediate occa- 
sion of these operations was the installa- 
tion of a cabinet in Peking by Chang-T'so- 
lin which Wu Pei Fu considered pro- 
apanese. Reliable reports now indicate 
that Wu Pei Fu has notified President 
Hsu Shih Chang that he may continue in 
Office until the end of his term in 1923, but 
that certain members of the present cabi- 





net must be dismissed. The members to 
be dismissed include the Premier and Act- 
ing Premier, the Minister of Communica- 
tions and the Minister of Finance. Press 
advices are to the effect that President 
Hsu has not only dismissed these members 
of the cabinet, but has ordered their ar- 
rest, 

It may seem strange that the defeat of 
Chang’s Manchurian troops in the vicinity 
of Peking should have resulted in the 
demoralization of his entire army. It 
must be remembered, however, that Gen- 
eral Wu had definitely stated that he 
would go to Peking and force the dismissal 
of the Liang Shih Yi cabinet. His suc- 
cess in driving General Chang away from 
Peking resulted in “loss of face’ for Chang 
from which he probably will never recover. 
From a Chinese viewpoint, the inability 
of Chang to defend the approaches to Pe- 
king is far more important than the rout 
of an army. 

It is indicated that Chang-Tso-Lin will 
collect such elements of his command as 
can still be assembled and withdraw to 
Mukden, where he may declare the inde- 
pendence of Manchuria. He was last re- 
ported as having taken up his headquar- 
ters at Changli on the railroad southwest 
of Chingwantao. 

General Wu will now occupy a more 
commanding position in China than any 
man has held since the early days of Yuan 
Shih Kai. His. dominating personality 
and his remarkable prestige among the 
Chinese will fit him to become the leader 
of a great Chinese Nationalist movement 
which may be of the greatest world sig- 
nificance. 


QUARTERMASTER ASSOCIATION 
IN DRIVE FOR NEW MEMBERS 


To realize and mobilize all of the Quar- 
termaster Corps’ latent assets for a great- 
er Quartermaster Association and a more 
efficient Quartermaster Corps, is the task 
which the Quartermaster Review has as- 
signed itself. A cleverly designed booster 
circular, which is expected to transform 
the latent assets of the corps into a 
reality, has been sent out. June 16 has 
been set as the concluding day in the cam- 
paign for members. 

At present the Quartermaster Associa- 
tion stands second in enrolments to only 
one other Service association, the Dough- 
boys having the largest number of mem- 
bers. June 16 will be the 147th anniver- 
sary of the birth of the Quartermaster 
Corps, and it is planned to bring this his- 
teric day to a close by announcing that 
the goal has been attained. 

The “Field Order” sketch on the last 
page of the booster circular is cleverly 
drawn. The enemy in command of Gen- 
eral Apathy has been seen lurking in dif- 
ferent parts of the corps. The corps’ own 
forces are scattered, but if mobilized and 
properly utilized are capable of great 
achievements. It is planned to attack 
vigorously, and the first objective is to 
capture 2,000 Quartermaster officers (Reg- 
ular, Reserve, National Guard and ex- 
emergency), who will be taken to the rear 
and placed in custody of the Quartermas- 
ter Association by eight p.m., June 16. 

As a fitting climax the New York Chap- 
ter of the Quartermaster Association will 
hold a “Get-together” at the Army and 
Navy Club, New York, on May 20, at 
which the Quartermaster General, Major 
ten. H. L. Rogers, and Col. James A. 
Moss will be present to meet the members. 

General Rogers has expressed a desire 
to meet as many as possible of the mem- 
bers of the New York Chapter and of the 
Quartermaster Reserve Corps officers, Na- 
tional Guard supply officers and ex-emer- 
gency Quartermaster officers who are re- 
siding in New York and vicinity. The 
New York Chapter earnestly hopes that 
everyone who possibly can will turn out 
to welcome him. It is suggested that all 
appear in uniform. The get-together will 
consist of speeches, singing, and other 
forms of entertainment. Light refresh- 
ments will be served. The cost will be 
only $1.50 per person. 


MORE CIVILIAN SUPPORT 
FOR ARMY AND NAVY. 


The Chamber of Commerce of San An- 
tonio, Texas, has sent the following tele- 
gram to all of the Senators and Represen- 
tatives from Texas: 

“The Military Affairs Committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce, representing a 
membership of 2,000 business men, is rely- 
ing on your support for an Army of 150,- 
000 and a Navy of 86,000 as a sound mili- 
tary program. The local American Le- 
gion has endorsed identical sentiments.” 

It igs understood that the San Antonio 
Chamber of Commerce has requested simi- 
lar action on the part of other Chambers 
of Commerce throughout Texas. This 
same action has been taken by similar bod- 
ies in several other states in the West, 
with the result that Congress is beginning 
to realize that the people will not counte- 
nance such radical reductions in the Army 
and Navy as will impair their efficiency 
as the principal forces of the national de- 


fense. 
The C. C. Thomas Post of the American 








Legion, San Francisco, Calif., which has 
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1,000 Navy men in its membership, is ac- 
tive in its support of the Navy and Naval 
Reserve. The post, under date of April 
20, sent a-letter to each member of the 
House Naval Committee urging that ade- 
quate provision be made for the Naval 
Reserve, and also protesting against any 
cut in the Navy below 90, men. 

The post also sent out over 10,000 let- 
ters to Chambers of Commerce and Ameri- 
can Legion posts west of the Rockies pro- 
testing against the cutting of the Navy 
below 90,000 and asking these organiza- 
tions to endorse its stand and so notify 
their representatives in Congress and their 
Senators. 

The Bau Claire, Wis., post of the Vet- 
erans of Foreign Wars on April 14 passed 
a resolution protesting against reducing 
the appropriation of $4,000,000 requested 
by the Secretary of War for the training 
of the Organized Reserves to $250,000, 
and also against any reduction of the ap- 
propriation for the Army as recommended 
by the Secretary of War. 

A similar resolution was passed by the 
Chippewa Falls, Wis., post of the Ameri- 
ean Legion. 
he resolution and petition along the same 
lines was passed and individually signed 
by 137. Reserve officers, ex-officers and ex- 
enlisted men of the U.S. Army in north- 
western Wisconsin, and sent to the Wis- 
corsin Senators and Representatives in 
Congress. 


PROMOTION OF FOUR 
RETIRED COLONELS PROPOSED. 


When the bill S. 3192 came up for a 
hearing before the Senate Committee on 
Military Affairs it provoked a general dis- 
cussion of the failure of Congress to re- 
ward general officers for efficient and bril- 
liant World War service. Major Gen. J. 
G. Harbord, Deputy Chief of Staff, in 
urging the passage of the bill, explained 
that it would affect only Cols. W. G. 
Nicholson and Lioyd M. Brett, who are 
now on the retired list, and Cols. John B. 
McDonald and Thomas B. Dugan, who 
would be on the retired list by January 
next. 


While Chairman Wadsworth admitted 
that these officers deserve some special 
recognition, he called attention to the 
failure of Congress or rather the House to 
pass bills which had been passed by the 
Senate and reported in the House, provid- 


ing for the retirement with the grade of |, 


lieutenant general of Major Generals Lig- 
gett and Bullard. He also referred to the 
fact that while legislation of this charac- 
ter had been passed for officers of the Civil 
War, so far the House had not got into 
the state of mind when it was ready to 
recognize the services of the officers of the 
World War. 

General Harbord was profuse in his 
praise of the four colonels who would be 
the beneficiaries of/the bill pending before 
the commtittee. In the course of his testi- 
mony he said: 

“These officers are all known to me 
and have been for a good many years. 
Colonel Nicholson entered the Service in 
1876 ; Colonel Brett entered the Service in 
1879, a graduate, Colonel Dugan entered 
the Service in 1882, and Colonel McDon- 
ald in 1881. They are all men who have 
taken part actively in the Indian Wars, 
the Spanish-American War, and each of 
them commanded a brigade in the recent 
war; each of them has been decorated, 
either by the Medal of Honor or by the 
Distinguished Service Medal for his effi- 
ciency, and each of them‘has at various 
times been recommended for the grade of 
brigadier general. 

Commenting informally on the bill, Mr. 
Wadsworth said: 

“IT have not criticized the bill, taken of 
and by itself. The committee, however, 
had a discussion of this bill in executive 
session, I think about three weeks ago. 
In that discussion we went over the whole 
problem of suitable rewards, in the way 
of promotion upon the retired list or retire- 
ment with promotion, for officers who dis- 
tinguished themselves during the war. The 
committee recollected that it had reported 
or other occasions, and that the Senate 
had passed bills, one of which, for ex- 
ample, authorized the President to retire 
General Crowder when he should be re- 
tired with the rank of lieutenant general 
on the retired list, as a recognition of his 
services as provost marshal of the draft, 
which was certainly extraordinarily well 
performed. He was recruiting officer for 
an immense Army, and the way that Selec- 
tive Service law was administered cer- 
tainly reflected immense credit upon the 
man who stood at the top of the organiza- 


tion. 





MILITARY PROGRAM SENT 
OVER RADIO ’PHONES. 

Lieut. Col. Arthur M. Edwards, P.S.M. 
& T. of the Kansas City high schools, de- 
livered a patriotic address over the Kansas 
City post’s radio circuit on April 24. It 
was the first military program ever given 
over the radio in that part of the country. 

Words to Army bugle calls written by 
Colonel Edwards were sung by a group of 
negro singers, and the Army ealls also were 
sounded over the circuit by a bugler. 

Following a short talk on general pa- 
triotism, Colonel Edwards broadcast an 
address on flag etiquette.

Plying Pay. 


Sec. 20. That all officers, warrant officers, and 
enlisted men of all branches of the Army, Navy.

increase of their pay and the same allowance 
for traveling expenses as are now authorized 
for the performance of like duties in the Army. 
Exclusive of the Army Air Service, and student

enlisted men on account of awards of medals 
or decorations enuenaety authorized by Congress. 

Sec. 22. That all laws and parts of laws 
which are inconsistent herewith or in conflict 
with the provisions hereof are hereby repealed.

The commanding officer, 22d Infantry,

attempt of robbery was made. 

In order to co-operate with the city offi- 
cials in suppressing the present crime 
wave, the commanding officer has caused 
a pistol range to be constructed in the 
moat, and has detailed three well qualified 
officers to act as instructors in pistol prac- 
tice. 

The Bank of Manhattan Company, the 
Bankers’ Trust Company, the Farmers 
Loan and Trust Company, the Irving Na- 
tional Bank, the City National Bank, the 
Bank of Montreal, and a number of small- 
er institutions have organized a class for

Washington Letter 
By E. B. Johns 


[Washington Correspondent. ] 
With the passage of the Service Pay 


bill by the House the legislation for 
the Army and Navy is taking definite form 
in the Senate. The Senate Committee on 
Appropriations during the week had been 
marking time on both the Army and Navy 
appropriations while it was waiting for 
action on the pay bill by the House. After 
the Appropriations Committee of the Sen- 
ate has reached the conclusion as to what 
will be the rate of pay in both of the Ser- 
vices after June 30 it will proceed with 
the work of rounding out the appropria- 
tion bill. 

With the exception of fixing the pay of 
the Army and Navy the sub-committees 
of the Senate Appropriations Committee 
have practically reached an agreement on 
both of the appropriation bills. The mem- 
bers of both sub-committees reached the 
conclusion that they could not act intelli- 
gently on the Army and Navy budgets un- 
til the rate of pay for officers and men had 
been fixed. It is possible that the Senate 
may take up the pay bill passed by 
the House before the appropriation bills 
are considered. This is the logical course 
to take, according to the views of some of 
the leaders, and may be followed. 

The Senate sub-committee on Army ap- 
propriations has agreed to substitute the 
recommendations of the War Department 
for the House personne] features of the 
Army Appropriation bill. Other than this, 
no action has been taken by the sub-com- 
mittee on the number of officers or the 
strength of the Army. The sub-committee 
has asked for additional estimates from 
the War Department for the cost of main- 
taining the Army at various strengths. 
This request also called for the cost of 
putting the Pershing or War Department's 
bill into effect in fixing the strength of a 
corps of officers. 

It is believed that the Senate committee 
will follow the recommendations of the 
War Department as to the number of offi- 
cers and the strength of the Army, but the 
members of the sub-committee state posi- 
tively that no action has been taken on 
the provisions of the bill relating to per- 
sonnel. With equal emphasis it is stated 
that the matter has been laid over until 
after the pay bill has been disposed of by 
the House. 


The Duncan Major Case. 


The Senate Committee on Military Af- 
fairs devoted much of this week to the 
consideration of protests that have come 
from the 26th Division against the con- 
firmation of the nomination of Lieut. Col. 
Duncan Major, former chief of staff of 
that division, to be colonel. The hearings 
have been concluded and both sides have 
been given time to file briefs. 

Judged by the usual time that it re- 
quires to prepare such briefs, it will be 
three or four weeks before the hearings 
are ready for the printer. There is no im- 
mediate prospect of action on the nomina- 
tion of Colonel Major, as members of the 
committee who were unable to attend the 
hearings have asked that they be given an 
opportunity to read and analyze them 
after they are printed. A bitter contest is 
anticipated in this case and the members 
of the committee are not inclined to take 
any position until they have fully cqnsid- 
ered all of the testimony: 


Philippine Scout Case. 


The Philippine Scout question is still 
a subject of animated discussion in the 
Senate committee. The members of the 
committee are divided on this much dis- 
cussed question, and this, taken in con- 
nection with the Duncan Major case, is 
holding up the Army nominations. It is 
possible that the nominations will not be 
confirmed until after the appropriation 
bill has been passed. 

Although there is some discussion of a 
proposal of a further increase in the en- 
listed strength of the Navy, it is not be- 
lieved that the Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee will recommend an increase over 
the House bill. The Senate committee is 
proceeding with the work of increasing 
the appropriations to correspond with the 
increase in the enlisted strength author- 
ized by the House. The Senate committee 
has practically agreed to strike out the 
provision of the House reducing the num- 
ber of midshipmen of this year’s class to 
be commissioned in the Navy. This is all 
the action that is required to send this 
year’s class to sea, although there are @ 
number of provisions proposed for taking 
eare of the midshipmen who might be re 
garded as surplus in the Navy. 

The contested provisions of the Naval 
Appropriation bill will be those relating 
to the Naval Reserve and the naval sta- 
tions. Extended hearings have been held 
on both subjects and the discussion will 
be continued on the floor of the Senate 
when amendments will be proposed both 
for the Reserves and for naval stations 
and bases. Senator Newberry indicated 
Guring the course of the hearing that he 
was not satisfied with the recommenda- 
tions from the Navy Department nor with 
the manner in which Naval Reserve legis 
lation was handled in the House during 
the consideration of the appropriation bill. 
It is altogether probable that some amend- 
ment to the Naval Appropriation bill will 
be proposed on the floor of the Senate if 
they are not reported out of the House.

NAVY OARSMEN WIN. 


Two powerful and  smooth-running 
crews from Annapolis swept clean the two- 
mile course of the Charles River basin at 
Boston on May 6 against the varsity and 
freshman eights from Princeton and Har- 
vard. 

From start to finish of the two contests, 
which attracted many thousands to the 
banks of the Charles, Dick Glendon’s 
crews were masters of both their rivals. 
They made a runaway race of the varsity 
event, so superbly outrowing the Tigers 
over the first mile of the race that the Jer- 
seymen all but crumbled, and saved them- 
selves from being beaten for second place 
by Harvard only by a magnificent effort 
near the end of the race. - , 

Six lengths was the margin by which 
the midshipmen won their big race of the 
day, but of this distance four lengths were 
secured between the Harvard Bridge and 
the finish line, it being in the first mile of 
the going that the middies fought and won 
their battle—and in decisive fashion. The 
Navy time was 10:28. 


Plebes Also Win. 


Later in the afternoon the Annapolis 
plebes rowed the Harvard and Princeton 
freshmen down, but the margin of victory 
was only a length and a half. The Tigers 
again were second. 

Both races belonged to the midshipmen 
from start to finish. In the varsity race 
the Annapolis veterans at once took the 
lead, and it seemed as if they increased it 
a little with every pull of their oars. 
Nearly perfect was the rhythm of the 
Navy stroke, the beat seldom being higher 
than thirty-two, but power always being 
apparent, and the eight men worked to- 
gether as one. 


Princeton Weakens. 


The Navy’s six lengths at the finish did 
not tell the real story of the going. What 
teld it was the two lengths that the mid- 
shipmen obtained against Princeton in the 
first mile of the race. Princeton, fully 
confident that it could make the race its 
own, fought with all its strength, but 
could not match the speed of the Navy 
outfit. The going was tremendous for that 
frst mile, in which the Tigers pulled des- 
perately, but could not make a gain. 
After the half mile the Tigers began to 
show the strain, and in the next 880. yards 
they went away off form. They did not 
teally crumble, but they almost appeared 
to break as they so vainly tried to hold on. 

At the bridge the Tigers had been able 
to hold their lead against Harvard, but 
shortly after the crews had entered the 
last mile Harvard, which had been rowing 
steadily, but had not been able to cope 
with the Navy or the Tigers, began to pick 
up. Princeton was rowing raggedly, while 
the Navy was simply jumping away, to 
increase its lead from two lengths at the 
bridge to six lengths at the finish. But 
Harvard had taken only a few strokes in 
its effort to spurt and make a fight for sec- 
ond place when the Tigers slowly began to 
get together again. Gradually the Jer- 
sey eight came back, and finally Harvard 
ceased to gain. Princeton had a length 
and a half over the Crimson when it 
crossed the finish line. The Navy’s time, 
10:28, was exceptionally good under the 
conditions of wind and water on the 
Charles River. course. The times of the 
cthes two crews were not announced. 


Easy for Navy Plebes. 


The freshman race also was rowed with 
cross winds and in very choppy water. 
The Navy plebes, like their varsity, took 
the race in hand immediately. They also 
towed a low stroke, but with all the 
smoothness and much of the power later 
shown by the first of Glendon’s crews. 

The Navy plebes’ time was 11:01 3-5, 
Princeton 11:07 1-5, Harvard 11:12.

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PROMPT ACKNOWLEDGMENT OF U.S. 
PROPERTY DESIRED. 


Some commanding officers of National 
Guard units are derelict in the matter of 
acknowledging receipt of shipments for- 
warded to them under cover of War 
mg bills of lading, and this fact has 

m brought to the attention of the 
Militia Bureau. 

At the time of shipment, a penalty post- 
card form of acknowledgment (Q.M.C. 
Form No. 158) to the shipping officer that 
the property outlined on his bills of lading 
has been received, is mailed to the receiv- 
ing officer. If this form, properly exe- 
cuted, is not mailed to the shipping quar- 
termaster, his records in that respect re- 
main open and out of balance. 

The Militia Bureau particularly de- 
sires to impress upon the commanding offi- 
cers of all National Guard units the ne- 
cessity of taking prompt action in the 
future, in acknowledging receipt of prop- 
erty shipments. 





AGE LIMITS FOR AIR SERVICE. 


The Militia Bureau of the War Depart- 
mtnt has announced that age limits have 
been established for National Guard offi- 
cers desiring to enter the Air Service. As 
the National Guard Regulations for 1922 
had already gone to press before this 
change was made, it will be included in 
the first changes in the regulations and is 
effective from April 19. 

The following addition to Par. 221 of 
the National Guard Regulations for 1922 
has been approved for publication for the 
information and guidance of all con- 


cerned : 

“Candidates designated for commission, 
other than by promotion, in the Air Ser- 
vice shall be, as second lieutenant not 
more than twenty-nine; as first lieutenant 
not more than thirty-two; as captain not 
more than thirty-seven; as major not more 
than forty-two; as lieutenant colonel not 
more than forty-three, and as colonel not 
more than forty-seven.”

FIELD ENGINEERING. 


Field Engineering, a practical exposition 
ef the organization of the ground for de- 
ferse, as developed by the U.S. Army in 
the World War, published and for sale by 
the ARMY AND Navy JourNAL, 354 
Fourth avenue, New York city (price 
$1.50), is another of the series of valu- 
able works making up the ARMY AND 
Navy JourNAL Military Library. 

Its authors are Lieut. Col. P. S. Bond, 
Corps of Engrs., U.S.A.; Major E. B. 
Garey, Inf., U.S.A.; Major O. O. Ellis, 
formerly Infantry, U.S.A., and Capt. T. L. 
ein and Lieut. E. H. Crouch, Inf., 
As the authors point out: “Next to 
training for offensive combat, training in 
defense, including field fortification, is the 
most important item in the instruction of 
the Infantry soldier. 

“The efficiency of Infantry troops in the 
use of the pick and shovel is an excellent 
indication of the state of their morale and 
training. Any structure that cannot be 
built by Infantry troops under the super- 
vision of their own officers, must have a 
comparatively limited application to field 
fortification. Accordingly all such struc- 
tures should be as simple as_ possible, 
while still fulfilling the purpose.” 

The variety of structures and methods 
in the organization of the ground is al- 
most infinite. The principles and exam- 
ples shown in the book herein referred to 
are regarded as good practice, based on 
American experience in the World War. 
They constitute a simple, well standard- 
ized procedure, with which all Infantry 
officers should be familiar. 

The lessons in the book, which contains 
161 pages and 68 plates, deal with the fol- 
lowing subjects : 

The attack and defense in modern war; 
general principles of field fortification ; 
general organization of a defensive posi- 
tion; field fortification in attack; location 
of a defensive position; special features 
of a defensive positon; summary of de- 
fensive position; trenches; getailed con- 
duct of trench work; trench accessories ; 
drainage; revetments; obstacles; con- 
struction of fixed and portable entangle- 
ments; shelter; machine gun emplace- 
ments; camouflage and other matters. 





MAP READING AND MILITARY 
SKETCHING. 


Map Reading and Military Sketching, 
published and on sale by the ARMY AND 
Navy Journat, 354 Fourth avenue, New 
York city (price $1.25), is a complete, 
practical, up-to-date exposition of map 
reading and map making for military pur- 
peses. It is an essential work to all in- 
terested in map reading and_ military 
sketching. The book contains 104 pages 
and 50 plates, valuable to both student 


and instructor. 
The book was prepared by the authors 
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who compiled Field Engineering and other 
books in the ARMY AND Navy Journaz 
Military Library. 

The purpose of the volume is to set 
forth methods of good practice—the man- 
ner in which the accepted instruments are 
used to attain the results desired. The 
text is arranged as a series of twelve les- 
sons of suitable length, progressing logi- 
cully from the simple, fundamental opera- 
ticas to the complete procedure of making 
a sketch. 

Each lesson includes the principles or 
ecmmon sense rules on which procedure is 





based, which are visualized by practical 
cxaumples with instructions for work in 
the field. The text has been prepared for 


the use of the individual alone and for 
both instructor and students of a class. 
In order to avoid wasting time on 
methods not based on a knowledge of good 
practice, mistakes which may be and 
should be avoided are pointed out. 





RED, WHITE AND BLUE MANUAL. 


Volume one, “the Red Course” (first 
year) of “The Red, White and Blue 
Manual,” an essential text-book for the 


Citizens’ Military Training Camps, com- 
piled by the authors of the other books in 
the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL Military 
Library, is now available through this pub- 
lication. 

The price of the book is $1.60. It ig 
substantially bound in cloth and is 
printed in large type, with numerous 
plates. 

The authors present a_ revised, en- 
larged and greatly improved version of 
their “Plattsburg Manual” for beginners— 
students at the Red or first year camps.. 
To their experiences at Plattsburg the au- 
thors have added those of the World War, 
and to their own efforts they have added 
those of other participants in the War. 

The government manuals do not meet the 
needs of the citizen camp student because 
the vital information he wants is scattered 
through a great number of volumes, many 
of which he will have difficulty in obtain- 
ing and none of which was designed to 
meet his special needs. This volume is 
written especially to meet those needs and 
contains everything the student should 
know, according to the excellent program 
of instruction prepared by the War De- 
partment. 

Volume one is the first of the series of 
the three manuals, especially prepared to 
meet the needs of students at the Red, 
White and Blue camps. The remaining 
volumes of the series will be published as 
needed. 

Together the three volumes constitute a 
complete course of military combatant 
training, and a complete reference library 
on the art of war, so far as it should be 
known to the soldier, the N.C.O., and the 
junior commissioned officer. 

Volume one deals with the following 
subjects: General advice; general infor- 
mation; military courtesy; Infantry drill 
regulations; individual Infantry equip- 
ment; rifle marksmanship; physical train- 
ing; mass athletics and group games; the 
bayonet; manual of interior guard duty; 
scouting and patroling; military hygiene; 
sanitation and first aid; camping and 
marching ‘and a blank form for applica- 
tion to C.M.T.C. 


PRINCIPLES OF COMMAND. 


Principles of Command, by Major Ralpb 
Ernest Jones, Inf., U.S.A. (Riker’s Book- 
sellers, Des Moines, Iowa.) Price $1.00. 

This brief book will be of interest and 
benefit to young men who occupy or are 
destined to occupy administrative posi- 
tions. It also will be of value to those 


just commissioned in fighting forces. 
Although it is written by an Infantry 

oflicer, it does not deal with technical mat- 

ters pertaining particularly to land fight- 





ing. 

In the foreword of the book Brig. Gen. 
Fox Conner, U.S.A., sums up its text very 
well in the following statement: 

“In his essay, Major Jones deals only 
with those points which interest the prac- 
tical executive. The merely theoretical is 
eliminated, and the resulting brevity and 
clearness of the presentation should be 
of immense service to the student. The 
principles enunciated in the essay are be- 
lieved to be thoroughly sound and their 
application will do much to advance 
proper mutual relations between the com- 
mander and his subordinates.” 





RADIO PHONE RECEIVING. 


Radio Phone Receiving. (D. Van Nos 
trand Co.) Price $1.50. Eight authors, 
each an expert in electrical engineering 
and communication, collaborated in the 
preparation of this book, which is a prac: 
tical work for everybody. While many of 
the technical details of the subject are 
cemplex, nevertheless a satisfactory ut- 
derstanding of the operation of a radio 
transmitting and receiving system can_be 
obtained without the use of mathematical 
formulas and complicated physical con- 
cepts. By analogies taken from _ every- 
Gay experience, by using relatively few 
technical terms, and by repetition of the 
more important ideas, the authors of the 
several chapters have completed a logical 
ard co-ordinated presentation of the sub- 
ject in the style suitable alike to the lay- 
man. the novice and the amateur radio e2- 





thusiast. 
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The Size of the Army 


ASED on its population, the United 
B States ranks twenty-fourth in the 

organized military forces of the 
principal countries of the world. Do the 
pacifists and economists know that this 
country in maintaining land forces is keep- 
jng company with such nations as Mexico, 
Colombia and China? Mexico maintains 
a stronger army in proportion to its pop- 
ulation than does the United States, while 
Austria, in its present impoverished and 
disarmed condition, ranks next. 

According to official figures just made 
public, France. ranks first, Turkey is a 
close second and Italy comes next in main- 
taining organized armies. Greece, accord- 
ing to its population, has more than twice 
the army of the United States, and ‘so 
has the country of the Serbs, Croats and 
Slavs—Czechoslovakia. The other coun- 
tries that outrank the United States are 
Rumania, Sweden, Abyssinia, Netherlands, 
Belgium, Spain, Poland, Argentine, Japan, 
Australia, Russia, Germany, Great Britain, 
Hungary, Colombia, Canada and Mexico. 
Those that are below the United States 
are Austria, China, Brazil, South Africa 
and India. 


Includes Guard and Reserves 


In this comparison not only the Regu- 
lar Army but the National Guard and Offi- 
cers’ Reserve Corps are included. Of 
course, the officers and men of the World 
War are not included for this country, as 
they are not organized. Neither are the 
veterans of other @¢ountries with service 
in the World War taken into considera- 
tion. The pacifists who‘ insist that the 
country should depend upon the men who 
won the last war for its preparedness neg- 
lect to mention the fact that practically 
all of the great nations also have veterans 
from the war. In this respect Germany is 
as well prepared as any of the other na- 
tions. 

The organized forces are the only de- 
pendable strength of a nation. Of course, 
assuming that Congress passed a Selective 
Draft act in the event of war, the United 
States could call out its entire man-power. 
After the veterans of this war have passed 
the military age it would require about a 
year and a half for the United States to 
mobilize its man-power if the country is 
to return to its unprepared condition of 
1916, as is proposed by the House Com- 
mittee on Appropriations, 


Oaly Small Force Asked 


The President and the Secretary of War 
are asking for what amounts to the 
strength of the Regular Army, National 
Guard and Officers’ Reserve Corps as of 
March 31, 1922. The Administration is 
asking that in proportion to its population 
the United States be maintained among 
the nations of the earth in the twenty- 
fourth place, with four-tenths of one per 
cent. of its population in its organized 
military forces. 

All that is asked is that the Army ap- 
Propriations be made adequate to fulfil the 
Provisions of the National Defense act, 
which gave the United States its first and 
only military policy. 

The Army Appropriation bill as passed 
by the House fails to do it. If made a 
law in its present form it means a return 
to the stupid policy of unpreparedness such 
as entailed unnecessary sacrifice of lives 
and the waste of billions of dollars in the 
past. 

The bill in its present form is opposed 
by the President, the Secretary of War, 
the Military Affairs Committee of the 
House of Representatives, General Per- 
shing, Major General Harbord, and all 
other officers of the Regular Army, the 
National Guard and Organized Reserves, 
the American Legion, Veterans of For- 
tign Wars, the Military Order of the 
World War, and by everyone else who un- 
derstands the situation. 

It is up to the Senate to write into the 
Army Appropriation bill adequate provi- 


sions for national defense and for the car- 
rying out of our present military policy. 

We firmly believe the Senate will do 
this. 


Trade and the Navy 


T is an axiom that trade follows the 
I flag. It is just as true that it takes 

a Navy to assure the permanency of 
the flag in any new position. Therefore, 
it is obvious that our commerce depends 
on our Navy. Without a strong and effi- 
cient Navy we never will be able to main- 
tain our foreign trade. 

Germany at the present time affords 
conclusive proof of this statement. When 
the British bottled up the German fleet, 
German commerce died immediately. 


The value of the Navy to the nation ‘in 
peace time is altogether overlooked by 
those unpractical persons who would de- 
stroy the fleet in the name of economy. 
It is time for the business interests of the 
country to come to the rescue of the Navy 
if they themselves would survive. 


Admiral Robert E. Coontz, Chief of 
Naval Operations, on May 9 told the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers, in 
convention at the Waldorf in New York 
city, some pertinent facts in regard to the 
Navy and its relation to the business life 
of the country. 

Although the manufacturers as a whole 
are in favor of the Navy and realize its 
importance in the matter of international 
trade, Admiral Coontz told them many 
things which opened their eyes. 


A National Asset 


The Admiral pointed out that the value 
of the Navy to-day amounts to more than 
$3,000,000,000, in his argument to show 
the necessity of appropriating enough 
money to maintain and operate this na- 
tional asset efficiently. He cited the in- 
activity of the German navy as an exam- 
ple of what lack of a little additional 
money might mean in case of trouble. He 
said Germany had spent millions to build 
up a navy 80 per cent. as strong as that 
of the British. and when war was declared 
that additional 20 per cent. on the side of 
Great Britain’ was sufficient to compel 
Germany to withdraw her fleet from the 
bigh seas. He emphasized the fact that 
the nation controlling the seas invariably 
won the war. 

Going back into history, the Admirs] 
pointed out that we built a man-of-war in 
1794 in order to protect American ship- 
ments of wheat through the Mediterranean 
from the pirates of the Barbary coast, and 
said this fact might be mentioned to the 
farmers of the West when they ask why 
they should be taxed to build battleships. 


He also mentioned the fact that Commo- 
dore Perry in 1854 opened the ports of 
Japan to the commerce of the world. He 
said the Navy also opened the ports of 
China to American commerce in 1842. 

In showing how the Navy protects trade 
the Admiral explained that the Navy De- 
partment had divided the whole world into 
areas, and had assigned an admiral with 
a squadron of ships to protect American 
lives, commerce and property in each area. 
He compared the cost of $3,000,000 a year 
to guard our interests in the Asiatic with 
the value of the exports to China in 1920, 
which were $145,000,000. 


Action Needed Now 


These and many other points were*em- 
phasized by the Admiral in his talk, and 
at its conclusion the general sentiment 
among the manufacturers was that it 
would be false economy to weaken the effi- 
ciency of the Navy at the present time by 
cutting down the appropriations necessary 
for its maintenance, 

But a sentiment that lacks definite di- 
rection will do little for the Navy in the 
face of organized opposition on the part 
of so-called economists and pacifists. That 
sentiment must be crystallized and put 


into the form of organized support for the 
Navy. 

The fallacy of the argument that a large 
Navy breeds war should be shown up by 
the manufacturers as well as by all other 
patriotie Americans, because if the Navy 
is weakened by ‘uneconomic reductions of 
appropriations at the present time, this 
will have a direct reaction on the com- 
merce of the nation, and therefore will re- 
sult in a direct loss to each manufacturer. 

This same argument is true in regard 
to the agricultural interests of the coun- 
try. Unless we can maintain our foreign 
markets on a parity with other nations 
our wheat, stock and cotton growers will 
suffer greatly. 

It cannot be too strongly emphasized 
that the size of the Navy is a national 
economic issue. 


Radicals and the Army 


P | A HAT the radicals do not object to 
an Army or Navy, provided that 
they control it, is brought out again 

in evidence of the trial now in progress in 

West Virginia. Radicals in Russia are 

rapidly developing an Army based on uni- 

versal service. The Soviet has gone fur- 
ther and put into effect compulsory labor. 

It drafts men for its industries as well as 

its army. According to frequent accounts 

in the press dispatches, former officers of 
the imperial Russian and German armies 
are now organizing and commanding the 

Bolshevik army. 

But just at present it is not necessary 
to go to Russia to prove that radicals are 
not opposed to a military organization if 
they are in control of it. The radical labor 
leaders have always been violently opposed 
to any national defense measures. They 
have harped much upon militarism when 
anything like adequate preparedness was 
proposed. The same radical leaders, when 
they were not satisfied with conditions in 
West Virginia, did not hesitate to attempt 
the organization of an army and a march 
into the state. It was the Regular U.S. 
Army, fortunately without bloodshed, that 
stopped the march of the radicals.. 

The parlor radicals have fine-spun the- 
ories for the abolishment of all military 
ferees to “outlaw war,” but the practical 
radicals, who see clearly that the consti- 
tuted authorities are sustained by military 
aad police forces, want this military or- 
ganization either abolished or weakened. 
If they could overturn the American gov- 
ernment, the American Army would be- 
come as popular with the radical element 
as the Red Army is with Russian Bolshe- 
viks. 

The trouble with the Army is that it 
supports the regularly elected and consti- 
tuted authorities. If men with radical 
ideas should win at the elections the Army 
would support them. Not being able to 
obtain control of the government in a regu- 
lar, lawful and constitutional manner, the 
radicals would destroy the Army so that 
they can destroy the government. 

As apparent as the purpose of the radi- 
cals is in an attack upon the national de- 
fenses of the country, non-radicals fre- 
quently join with them. Politicians of 
both parties, because they think there are 
no votes in the Army, are ever ready to 
propose legislation for the demoralization 
of our military forces. For this reason it 
behooves patriotic Americans to be con- 
stantly on guard lest through the activity 
of the radicals the perpetual peace dreams 
of good but misguided persons and the 
weakness of politicians, the Army as the 
sustaining force of our institutions, be de- 
stroyed. 

What the radicals object to is that the 
Army sustains the regularly constituted 
authorities; frequently when the local po- 
lice fail. 


Plans for the distribution of the Army 
have been announced. Let us hope Con- 
gress leaves enough of the Army to dis- 
tribute. 


Discharging Midshipmen 

4 A HE provision of the pending Naval 
Appropriation bill to discharge all 
but 200 of the first class of midship- 

men now at the Naval Academy manifest- 
ly has its basis in politics rather than in a 
rational naval policy. It would result in 
a considerable reduction in the appropria- 
tions for next year, but to the great detri- 
ment of the Navy. In the long run, there 
would be no monetary saving, since the 
vacancies thus caused must be filled wlti- 
mately in order to make up the great short- 
age already existing in the officer person- 
nel appropriate to the treaty Navy. 

By discharging 335 of the midshipmen 
about to graduate, as proposed, approxi- 
mately $335,000 will be saved the Govern- 
ment next year. This is not a large sum 
when viewed from the aspect of the total 
eost of the naval establishment and the 
government, Certainly not large enough 
to warrant saving when balanced against 
the harm such procedure would entail. 

A similar device resorted to after the 
Civil War crippled the Navy’s officer per- 
sonnel for fifty years and necessitated the 
expenditure of much more money in the 
end than represented by the temporary 
saving. But the principal loss cannot be 
measured in dollars. Violent fluctuations 
from a steady inflow of young officers pro- 
duce a great loss in efficiency, and it is in 
naval efficiency that there is sure to be 
very keen competition between nations, 
especially now that the number of ships is 
partly limited, s 

Money Invested in Education 

Even if it were essential to reduce the 
cost of maintaining an adequate compie- 
ment of officer personnel, common sense 
should dictate the elimination of a part of 
each class at the Naval Academy, rather 
than the summary discharge of 60 per 
cent. of the first (or graduating) class. In 
this way violent fluctuation would be 
avoided. Moreover, the first class repre- 


sents a greater outlay of government cape — 


tal than any other class. The discharge of 
these men would mean the loss of a consid- 
erable capital asset, since much money has 
been spent already in their specialized edu- 
cation. 

Prominence has properly been given re- 
cently to the need for better “business in 
government.” Certainly no business firm 
could afford to take the step of eliminat- 
ing, without remuneration, so much of its 
capital represented in the training of a 
large number of young specialists as has 
been advocated with respect to the mid- 


shipmen. 


Already a Shortage 

The situation would be quite different 
if there were a surplus of competent naval 
officers in service or in reserve. But on 
the basis of the treaty Navy there is al- 
ready a shortage of about 3,000 line offi- 
cers, counting in both Regulars and Re- 
serves. Making no allowance for ordinary 
wastage, incident to retirements, resigna- 
tions, deaths, etc., it would take the Naval 
Academy about six years at present output 
to make up the shortage of officers now 
existing. : 

Considering the long period of time 
needed to produce a competent naval offi- 
cer, it should be apparent that the coun- 
try should keep.on hand a surplus rather 
than a shortage of such specialists, and 
that any indispensable naval economies 
should be accomplished in other ways than 
by discharging wholesale midshipmen who 
have already received four years of special- 
ized training.

VARIOUS ORGANIZATIONS 
SUPPORT BURSUM BILL. 


The Bursum bill (S. 1565), for retire- 
ment of emergency Army officers who were 
disabled in the World War, is being 
strongly backed by the National Guard. 
Many National Guard officers are num- 
bered among the battle casualties, rang- 
ing from partial to total permanent dis- 
abilities. The sentiment of the National 
Guard is being expressed by the officials 


in practically all of the states calling 
upon their Representatives in Congress to 
vote for this bill, which passed the Sen- 
ate on Feb. 21, and is now before the 
House Military Affairs Committee. 

The Adjutants Genera! Association in- 
dorsed this retirement proposal at its re- 
cent convention in New Orleans, and is 


using its influence in Washington to have’ 


it made into law, co-operating with the 
Disabled Emergency Officers, the Ameri- 
can Legion, and other representative vet- 
eran bodies. Action on the bill is ex- 
pected soon. 

Letters from adjutants general in vari- 
ous parts of the country show unanimity 
of sentiment in favor of granting retire- 
ment to the disabled officers. The Ad- 
jutant General of New York writes that 
ke is “whole-heartedly back of the idea,” 
and that he will “do everything possible 
to procure favorable action.” 

From California, the Adjutant General 
writes that he has taken up the Bursum 
bill) with the National Guard officers and 
the many wartime officers throughout the 
state. In urging Chairman Kahn to 
favor the bill, he says: 

“These officers and ex-officers, although 
rot in any way affected by the provisions 
ef 8. ints, are all strongly in favor of 
the measure. Whether a man is in the 
Regular Army and in the service of his 
country has received disability which pre- 
vents him from further active service, or 
wkether a lawyer, doctor or business man 
received such injuries in the war, and is 
prevented from continuing his business ac- 
tivities as he formerly did, all should re- 
ceive the same consideration at the hands 
of the American people. They should be 
recognized as officers of the United States 
Army and all should receive the same 
treatment, the same privileges and the 
same compensation.” 

The Adjutants General of Pennsylvania, 
Delaware, Connecticut ond Georgia state 
that they are prevailing upon their Con- 
gressmen to support the bill. Similar 
word comes from the Adjutants General 
of Maine and Iowa. 

General Reckord of Maryland says: “We 
are all naturally very much interested in 
seeing the disabled emergency officer 
properly cared for. I shall deem it a 
privilege to do all in my power to assist 
in this legislation.” 

So general is the feeling throughout 
the country in this matter that letters 
from the Adjutants General of Massachu- 
setts, Missouri, New Mexico, New Jersey, 
Arizona, Colorado, Vermont, Rhode Island, 
Oregon and South Carolina, all are repeti- 
tions of the sentiments expressed in the 
above quoted extracts. ‘ 

The Military Order of the World War, 
composed of men who served as commis- 
sioned officers during the late hostilities, 
has been advocating and supporting this 
legislation since its first introduction.

Appointments of 
General Officers 


The Senate on May 9 confirmed the 
nominations of Brig. Gen: James Hw 
McRae for appointment to be major gen- 
eral, to fill the vacancy caused by the 
death of Major General McAndrew, and 
of Col. Harry A. Smith, Inf., to be briga- 
dier general, to fill the vacancy created by 
the appointment. 


Major Gen. James H. McRae. 


General McRae was appointed to the 
grade of brigadier general Jan. 1, 1920, 
and is now Assistant Chief of Staff, G-1, 
in charge of the Personnel Division. Dur- 
ing the World War he served as a tem- 
porary major general and was awarded 
the D.S.M. by our Government, the Order 
of the Bath (companion) by Great Britain, 
the Croix de Guerre (with palm) and the 
Legion of Honor (commander) by France, 
and the Order of Solidaridad by Panama. 
Shortly after the entrance of the United 
States into the World War, General Mc- 
Rae was temporarily assigned to command 
the 158th Depot Brigade at Camp Sher- 
man, Ohio, being later transferred to com- 
mand of the 9th Infantry Brigade of the 
3d Division. On the eve of that division’s 
departure to France he was assigned to 
command of the 78th Division at Camp 
Dix. This division he commanded during 
its training period in the United States 
and in France, in training area behind-the 
British lines, in the Limney sector and in 
the St. Mihiel and Meuse-Argonne offen- 
sives. The Distinguished Service Medal 
citation emphasizes his successes in the 
Meuse-Argonne offensive: 

“For exceptionally meritorious and dis- 
tinguished services. He commanded with 
great credit the 78th Division in the Meuse- 
Argonne offensive and had an important 
part in that operation which forced the 
enemy to abandon Grandpre. In this and 
other campaigns his personal influence on 
the result obtained showed a rich quality 
of military leadership.” 

During the Spanish-American War, Gen- 
eral McRae was nominated to be captain 
by brevet for gallantry at the battle of El 
Caney, and during the Philippine Insur- 
rection to be major by brevet for gallantry 
in action on Mount Lumandan, Luzon. In 
addition to duty with troops and on the 
General Staff, he has served in the Adju- 
tant General’s Department. General Mc- 
Rae was born in Georgia’ in 1863, graduat- 
ing from the U.S.M.A. in 1886. He is a 
graduate of the War College, in 1911. 


Brig. Gen. Harry A. Smith. 


Colonel Smith, nominated for brigadier 
general, is at present assistant command- 
ant of the Army War College. During the 
World War he attained the rank of tem- 
porary brigadier general, and was deco- 
rated with the D.S.M., French Legion of 
Honor and as companion in the British 
Order of the Bath. His citation for the 
D.S.M. is as follows: 

“He rendered. most conspicuous service 
as commandant of the Army Schools at 
Langres, France, the success of which was, 
in a large measure, due to his vision, zeal 
and administrative ability. He later 
showed marked executive ability as officer 
in charge of the administration of civil af- 
fairs in the German territory occupied by 
the American Army.” 

Prior to the Werld War, Colonel Smith 
saw active service during the Philippine 
Insurrection. He was born in Kansas, 
June 18, 1866, graduating from the U.S. 
M.A. in 1891. He is a graduate of the 
Army School of the Line and of the Army 
Staff College. 


TWO NAVY AVIATORS KILLED IN 
AIR COLLISION AT ANACOSTIA. 


Lieut. Harold F. Selden, U.S.N.R.F., 
and Ensign Frank Miller, U.S.N., were 
killed near the U.S. Navy Air Station, 
Anacostia, Va., May 5, when their sea- 
tlane, while traveling, it was estimated, 
at about 100 miles an hour, had a head 
oa collision with another seaplane, in 
Which Lieut. ,Comdr. Cecil Y. Johnston, 
US.N., commanding the air station, and 
Chief Mach. Mate Charles W. Jacobs, U. 
, were riding. The two latter es- 
caped injury. 

The accident happened in the vicinity 
of the Washington Steel and Ordnance 
Company, about two miles below the na- 
val air station at Anacostia. Commander 
Johnston was piloting a seaplane of the 
Elias type in an official test with Machin- 
Ist’s Mate Jacob as a passenger. Lieuten- 
ant Selden was piloting a seaplane, known 
as a “P, T. P.,” or photographic torpedo 
plane, testing a new propeller with En- 
Sign Miller, an expert on propellers, as a 
Passenger, 

From the surviving officers it was 
learned that the upper wing of the P. 

» in charge of Lieutenant Selden, 
‘truck the pontoon of the Elias plane, in 
charge of Commander Johnston. In an 
lustant both seaplanes started to drop, 
that driven by Commander Johnston re- 
maining in an upright position; but that 
Diloted by Lieutenant Selden, its wings 
Completely gone, turning over and over,

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pit, did not have a chance of escape. 

‘beir bodies were recovered after many 
hcurs of work. 

The fuel supply of Commander John- 
ston’s seaplane was cut off by the col- 
lision and a forced landing was negoti- 
ated successfully about 1, yards from 
the spot where the other seaplane fell. 
Bcth Commander Johnston and his pas- 
senger, Machinist’s Mate Jacobs, un- 
buckled the straps that held them and 
crawled to the top of the seaplane, which 
was sinking slowly, with one of its pon- 
toons out of commission. 

Ensign Miller is survived by a widow 
and four children. He was born in Indi- 
ana Sept. 1, 1887, and was appointed 
April 22, 1919. 

Rear Admiral William A. Moffett, U.S. 
N., Chief of the Bureau of Aeronautics, 
who at once hurried to the scene of the 
accident to make an investigation, stated 
ou May 5 that the cause of the collision 
had not been ascertained and that an offi- 
cial inquiry had been ordered to get all 
the facts possible. 

“Lieutenant Selden,” said Admiral Mof- 
fett, “was a splendid flyer and the highest 
type of the skilled aviator. He was mak- 
ing a test flight when the collision oc- 
curred. Miller was not a flyer. He was 
probably the best expert on propellers in 
the Service if not in the country, and he 
bad gone up to test a new development in 
the line in which he was so proficient. 
Both men sacrificed their lives for the 
good of aviation.”

In answer to a question sent to the Militia 
Bureau as to whether a soldier of the National 
Guard loses his rights of citizenship by reason 
of dishonorable discharge for desertion, Maj. 
Gen. G. OC. Rickards, Chief of the Militia Bu- 
reau, in Circular Letter 36, 1922, announces 
an approved decision of the Judge Advocate 
General, under date of April 21, bearing upon 
this subject, and the following extracts are 
quoted for the information of the National 
Guard: 

‘*The Federal statute providing for the loss 
of the rights of United States citizenship by 
déserters from the military or naval service of 
the United States is Revised Statutes, Secs. 
1996 and 1998, as amended. By the act of 
Ang. 22, 1912 (37 Stat., 356), those sections 

' were amended so as not to apply to any person 
thereafter deserting the military or naval ser- 
vice in time of peace. In construing said 
Secs. 1996 and 1998, it has been held that 
the loss of the rights of United States citizen- 
ship takes place only upon conviction by court- 
martial of the offense of desertion (Kurtz vs. 
Moffitt, 115 U.S., 487, 501). 

‘*In the opinion of this office the provisions 
of Secs. 1996 and 1998, as amended, 
would not apply to a National Guardsman, ex- 
cept where he has been tried and convicted by 
court-martial of deserting in time of war after 
he had either been drafted or mustered into 
the service of the United States. No change 
in status as respects United States citizenship, 
and no loss of such rights are incurred by a 
dishonorable discharge from the Army, except 
as noted above.'’

ORGANIZATION OF NAVAL 
AIRCRAFT UNITS, U.S.N. 


Secretary of the Navy Denby, under 
date of May 5, 1922, in a circular letter 
ordered the addition of Article 669, Chap- 
ter 17, to the U.S. Navy Regulations, rela- 
tive to the organization of naval aircraft 
units. 

This addition is made public in advance 
of its publication in a regular circular of 
changes and is now effective, having been 
approved by the President. 

The new addition is as follows:

(1) The various units and combinations 
paweed in Naval Aviation are defined as fol-

(a) Aireraft Squadron.—The standard ad- 
Ministrative and tactical unit in all Naval 
Aviation operations: it is composed usually 
of 18 planes together with the necessary per- 
sonnel for their operation, maintenance, minor 
overhaul and minor repairs. In the case of 
an airship or kite balloon squadron the num- 
ber of airships or balloons in the squadron is 
Uually eight. The personnel of an air squad- 
ton (for facilitating its transfer from shore 
to ship and vice versa, or from ship to ship) 
Usually will include also the necessary num- 
bers and ratings of enlisted men required for 
compartment: (or hangar) cleaning, supply, 
subsistence, medical and clerical duties, A 
squadron may be sub-divided. intd two or 
More of the following units.

(d) Force Aircraft Squadrons.—Aircraft 
squadrons and surface vessels from the Fleet 
Aircraft Squadrons assigned to duty with a 
Force of the Fleet. Force Aircraft Squad- 
rons shall contain in their designation the 
name of the Force to which assigned; for ex- 
ample: Battle Force Aircraft Squadrons, 
Scouting Foree Aircraft Squadrons, etc. 

(2) An Aircraft Squadron, or if- acting 
singly, an aircraft division or section, shall be 
commanded by a Naval Aviator of the line of 
the Navy or Marine Corps. 

(3) The officer assigned in charge of an 
Aircraft Division shail be designated ‘‘Lead- 
er’’ of that division; a divison leader shall 
be a Naval Aviator of the line of the Navy or 
Marine Corps. 

(4) The officer assigned in charge of an 
Aircraft Section shall be designated ‘‘Lead- 
er’’ of that section; a section leader shall be 
a Naval Aviator of the line of the ‘Navy or 
Marine Corps. 

(5) The senior Naval Aviator in’a flight 
shall be designated ‘‘Leader’’ of that flight. 

(6) The senior line officer of the Navy or 
Marine Corps in an Aircraft Group shall be 
designated ‘‘Leader’’ of that group. 

(7) Aircraft squadrons, divisions or sec- 
tions may be assigned to tenders, carriers, or 
other vessels; or they may be organized as 
separate units to operate independently of any 
particular vessel or shore station. 

(8) Aircraft organizations assigned to a 
vessel shall be an integral part of the organ- 
ization of that vessel. Aircraft organizations 
assigned to a shore station’ shall be an in- 
tegral part of that command, under the direc- 
tion of, and responsible to, the commanding 
officer thereof. 

(9) Aircraft organizations assigned to and 
quartered on board carriers, tenders, or other 
auxiliary vessels shall constitute the air de- 
partment of such vessel. Aircraft organiza- 
tions assigned to and quartered on board 
other vessels of the Fleet shall constitute a 
part of the Gunnery Department of such 
vessels. 

(10) When aircraft organizations or parts 
of organizations are temporarily based on any 





regularly commissioned vessel of the Navy 
for any purpose, they shall be regarded, dur- 
ing such time, as being attached to that vessel. 

(11) The senior Naval Aviator of the Navy 
or Marine Corps attached to an aircraft squad- 
ron temporarily based on shore by proper au- 
thority shall have the same authority and 
responsibiliity over that unit as is vested in 
the commanding officer of a regularly commis- 
sioned vessel, and authority to order summary 
and deck courts-martial and to impose the 
punishments authorized by Article 26 of the 
Articles for the Government of the Navy upon 
any personnel under his command is hereby 
gianted such Naval Aviator. 

(12) Aireraft squadrons temporarily based 
on a shore station by proper authority shall 
preserve their organization intact. The rela- 
tion between the senior line officer of a Na- 
val or Marine Corps aircraft squadron tempo- 
rarily based at a shore station and the com- 
manding officer of the station shall be the 
same as exists between the commanding offi- 
cer of a ship at a navy yard and the com- 
mandant. In all cases, aircraft squadrons 
temporarily based on shore stations shall con- 
fcrm in all matters affecting the internal or- 
ganization, administration and discipline of 
the station to the rules and regulations pre- 
scribed by the commanding officer thereof. 
The commanding officer of the station shall, as 
far as may be practicable, furnish such mess- 
ing and berthing facilities, hangar, storage, 
office space, and other facilities as are required 
by the aircraft units. The senior line offi- 
eer of the aircraft squadrons shall furnish 
such personnel as are required by the com- 
manding officer of the station to assist in 
messing the personnel of the aircraft units 
and to assist in policing the quarters assigned 
them. The senior line officer of the aircraft 
squadrons shall be responsible for the policing 
of all spaces and the care of all property as- 
signed to the use of the aircraft units under 
his command. 

(13) If any aircraft unit or units referred 
to in these regulations comprise U.S. naval 
vessels, the command of the unit or units 
shall devolve upon the senior line officer of 
the Navy attached to such unit or units.

CONGRESS NOTES. 


The bill (H.R. 8475) to relieve enlisted men 
affected thereby from certain hardships inci- 
dent to the operation of the proviso of Section 
4b of the amended National Defense act, and 
to protect disbursing officers in connection 
therewith, was reported without amendment to 
the Senate on May 6. This bill passed the 

ouse some months ago. It would relieve a 
large number of men from the necessity of 
Tepaying to the Government certain amounts 
Teceived hy them in good faith after their re- 
Classification, and to which the Comptroller 
subsequently ruled the saving clause of Section 
4b did not entitle them.

Am I entitled to trans- 
portation (mileage) to the nearest port of em- 
barkation (New York city), or if not to what 
point do I receive transportation after expira- 
tion of present enlistment? 

Answer: You are entitled upon expiration of 
current enlistment to sea transportation to San 
lrancisco; from here five cents per mile to 
port of embarkation, sea transportation port of 
embarkation to port of debarkation; five cents 
per mile from port of debarkation to Aberdeen. 
__ J. C. T. asks: (1) Under the new pay bill, 
if passed, what would be the pay of (a) master 
sergeant over 20 years’ service; (b) warrant 
oliver over 20 years’ service? (2) Under 
present law what is being paid to warrant 
officers retired ? 

Answer: (1) (a) $129.15, 
mutation; (b) $133.20. 
115.50 per month, 
service. 


J. McG. asks: (1) Under the new pay bill 
what would a retired master sergeant’s pay be, 
with a wife and one child and over 20 years’ 
service? (2) A retired post quartermaster ser- 
geant with three dependents, over 20 years’ 
service? (3) A retired first sergeant over 20 
years’ service, no dependents? 

Answer: (1) Retired pay would be three- 
fourths of $157.50 plus $15.75, which would 
be $133.875. (2) A retired post quartermas- 
ter sergeant with this service would receive 
$94.50. (3) Retired pay same as No. 2. 


P. A. K. asks: I was retired as a post quar- 
termaster sergeant, Army, in September, 1910. 
There were no sergeants senior grade at that 
time, consequently I held the highest rank in 
the Quartermaster Department; there was no 
such organization as a Quartermaster Corps. 
(1) What grade am I in at present? I served 
23 years 10 months and had credit for 7 years’ 
service in the Philippines, and was serving in 
my seventh period when retired. (2) What 
would my pay be on the retired list, under the 
vew pay bill, providing it becomes a law? 

Answer: (1) You are in the second grade. 
(2) Providing the new pay bill becomes a law; 
your retired pay would be $94.50. 


_ ANXIOUS asks: (1) If a warrant officer re- 

signs and enlists in the Service, can he count 
the time for retirement spent as a warrant 
officer? (2) If a warrant officer is discharged 
per Cir. 77, 1922, and is given permission to 
enlist, will he be enlisted in the same grade 
that he was discharged from to accept the 
grade of a warrant officer? 

Answer: (1) The regulations do not so state. 
(2) There is no law to assure his return to 
the same grade. 

SUBSCRIBER asks: I am a member of an 
Ordnance Company, qualified on range (small 
arms) as sharpshooter. Do I draw extra pay 
for same? 

Answer: A communication from the War De- 
partment dated Oct.-15, 1921, reads: ‘‘There 
is no authorization for enlisted men of Ord- 
nance detachments to qualify for marksman- 
ship pay and insignia therefor, unless, in the 
opinion of the department or corps area com- 
mander, they are performing duties which re- 
quire them to maintain proficiency in marks- 
manship and they are therefor authorized by 
him to fire.’’ It would seem from the above 
that the status of men in Ordnance companies 
regarding this pay has not definitely been de- 
cided,

Answer: Relative to your question, G.O. 76, 
W.D., 1920, provides that ‘‘Any enlisted man 
of the D.E.M.L. actually engaged upen duties 
requiring the maintenance of proficiency in du- 
ties such as &re indicated by the qualifications 
enumerated above, will. be authorized to fire or 
to be examined for such qualifications and will 
be entitled to the additional pay of the quali- 
fication attained in accordance with the pro- 
visions of existing regulations. The decision 
as to whether the soldier’s duties are closely 
allied to those performed by him in the organi- 
zation from which transferred will be 
made by the Department or corps area com- 
mander upon the recommendation of the sol- 
dier’s local commanding officer. In cases aris- 
ing at places exempted from the jurisdiction 
of Department or corps area commanders the 
decision and authorization referred to in this 
paragraph will be made by the officer exercising 
general court-martial jurisdiction.’
